WHAT OF VITAMINS? — THE 
GREAT BERI-BERI MYSTERY 
Vitamin B, which has since been 


sub-divided into at least eight parts, 
was really the first Vitamin to be 
discovered. 


A group of scientists had gone 


to the Orient to make a study of 
bori-beri. This is a disease not -un- 
like dropsy;, it Us marked by severe 
pains and swelling of the body, in- 
ability to get around and, finally, 
heart failure. 


One of the things the scientists 


noted was that the poorer peoples, 
living under the most unsanitary 
conditions, seldom contracted 
the 


disease. 
Almost invariably the vic- 


tims were of the better classes, who 
had better food and better sur- 
roundings. 


It took a great deal of time for 


these men to discover that sufferers 
from beri-beri were all people whose 
main diet was polished-rice. 
The 


poorer classes that subsisted on the 
'cheap, unpolished rice rarely if ever 
took the disease. 
It took a long 


time to reach this conclusion be- 
cause there were apparent contra- 
dictions to confuse them. 


For 
instance 
they 
found 
that 


there wa.s beri-beri in jails, where 
apparently everyone got the same 
food. 
Here again, they found that 


sufferers were eaters of polished 
rice, This led to the discovery that 
rice polishings contained something 
that could be dissolved out in water 
and was destroyed by heat. Experi- 
ments were tried on animals, and 


again these rice polishings were 
shown to contain something that 
the animals required in their diet. 


This something was called Vita- 


min B, and it is what we now know 
as the Vitamin B group 


For all practical purposes, about 


all we need to know about this vita- 
min is that we. get it from fresh 
foods such as fruits and vegetables, 
and especially in whole grain cer- 
eals. 


Where a great many people do go 


astray is in driving all or most of 
the vitamin out of the food by cook- 
ing. So I know that there are plenty 
of people who feel that their diet is 
a well-balanced one; that they are 
eating al the fruits and vegetables 
they should when, as a matter of 
fact, they are boiling their vita- 
mins away in the cooking, 


Just how serious this is for the In- 


dividual is shown by the fact that 
this vitamin restores 
growth and 


tones up the muscles of the bowels. 
If you are going short on it, you 
are likely to have bowel trouble and 
constipation. 


Very often, too. this vitamin is 


found beneficial in the treatment of 
arthritis 
and 
neuritis. 
Sufferers 


from 
this 
complaint have 
been 


known to derive relief from Vitamin 
B -when nothing else seemed to do 
them much good. 


I know that there are people who 


will say, "But doctor, I can't bear 
raw fruits or vegetables." To these 
persons, I would say that brewer's 
yeast might serve m a substitute.
